•* Good-bye, My Fancy,” Walt Whitman’s second 
annex to 44 Leaves of Grass,” which he has him¬ 
self declared will be his last word to his readers. 

D. Appleton & Co. have just ready 44 A Puri¬ 
tan Pagan,” a story of man’s sin and repentance, 


by Julien Gordon, and “One Woman’s Way,” a 
novel of American life opening at Fortress Mon¬ 
roe, by Edmund Pendleton ; also the volume of 
Spencer’s essays referred to in our last issue. 

Charles Collins has just published a fourth 
revised edition, by Prof. Sheldon, of Olmsted’s 
“ Natural Philosophy also Sheldon’s “ Electric¬ 
ity,” being chapters on electricity prepared for 
and included in the preceding book, but published 
separately for the use of students in college. 

Longmans, Green & Co. have just ready 
“ Floral Decorations ” and 44 Drinks a la Mode,” 
by Mrs. de Salis, whose books on the aesthetic 
aspects of feeding are always of value; and 
“ Cookery for the Diabetic,” by W. H. and Mrs. 
Poole, with a preface by Dr. Pavy. “ With 
Sack and Stock in Alaska,” by George Broke, 
will interest all who enjoy records of travel in 
out-of-the-way lands ; “ Sixty-three Years’ An¬ 
gling,” by John Mac Vine, contains something 
new for the oldest fisherman ; and 44 Save Me 
From My Friends.” by E. F. Knight, is a very 
odd and clever book. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish imme¬ 
diately ‘‘The Business of Life,” by the literary 
optimist to whom we. are indebted for “ How to 
Be Happy Though Married,” and the new book 
is said to be as witty and wise as its predecessors. 
Early in September the Scribners will publish 
“The Boy Settlers,” a spirited story of early 
times in Kansas, by Noah Brooks, with illustra¬ 
tions by W. L. Rogers ; “ A New Mexico David 
and Other Stories,” by Charles F. Lummis, deal¬ 
ing with the Southwest and containing also a re¬ 
issue of Mr. Brooks’ “The Boy Emigrants;” 
and a new volume by Mrs. Henrietta Christian 
Wright of “ Children’s Stories in English Litera¬ 
ture,” taking the reader from Shakespeare to 
Tennyson. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have just ready the third 
part of the “ Talleyrand Memoirs,” which have 
caused so much political and literary discussion. 
This instalment continues the report of the 
Congress of Vienna in 1815, the Second Restora¬ 
tion and the Revolution of 1830. It contains 
three portraits of Talleyrand, one after F. Ge¬ 
rard, one from a bust by Michelet and one from 
an engraving by Napier. They have also ready 
“ The Leaf Collector’s Hand-Book,” by Charles 
P. Newhall, which is intended as an aid for stu¬ 
dents in classifying the leaves described in the 
author’s former volume on 44 The Trees of North¬ 
eastern America,” published last fall. A third 
volume on 44 The Shrubs of Northeastern Amer¬ 
ica” is in preparation.

A dual nature half pagan, half Puritan, is admirably 
illustrated in the person of young Norwood, a clever 
patent lawyer of New York City. A sin against his 
wife, which he falls into through his pagan thirst 
for pleasure, is repented in sackcloth and ashes, his 
morbid Puritan conscience leading him to confess to 
his wife the wrong he has done her. She is young and 
lovely, with little knowledge of the world and bitter 
and unforgiving. The confession disgusts her and she 
leaves her husband, Hying to the protection of a rich 
and fashionable aunt, who gives her her first glimpses 
of society. How this pair work out the problem of tneir 
separate lives is the story. The analysis of character 
is remarkably well done, and the scenes from fashion¬ 
able and diplomatic life in Washington, Newport and 
Paris vividly real.

Lectures delivered for the most part before the Uni¬ 
versity of Dublin, where the Dean of Norwich occupied 
the Donnellan Lectureship. They define the Church of 
Christ as supernatural in its origin, and deal with the 
nature, constitution and work of the Christian ministry 
as an organization; of the Divine Master, asserting that 
the Apostles had a vivid consciousness of such organ¬ 
ization, and contending that the churches of the Apos¬ 
tolic Age were by no means structureless, but vital or¬ 
ganisms, in which bishops, presbyters, deacons exer¬ 
cised their several clearly defined functions. The con¬ 
stitution of the ministry, itinerant and local, is elabor¬ 
ated with considerable detail. In the treatment of the 
moral sphere of ministerial work the grand scheme of 
redemption is held up as the essential corrective of sin 
and death, and the power of the Gospel to raise man 
from his fallen condition is emphatically asserted.

In 
many cases booksellers depend on the Weekly solely for 
their information. The next important reason is that 
the Record of New Publications of The Publishers 1 
Weekly forms the basis of “ The American Catalogue 11 
and so the basis of all trade bibliography in the United 
States.

THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. IV. 

TRADE CATALOGUES, PAPERS, LITERARY JOUR¬ 
NALS, ETC., AND HOW TO USE THEM.—Vll. 

Having caught your hare, the next thing in 
order is to know how to cook it properly. In 
other words, having provided the material for a 
reference library, it may not be amiss now to 
give a few simple directions as to how to use it 
so as to evoke its most complete efficiency. For 
the bookseller who for the present must satisfy 
himself with the few most important and neces¬ 
sary bibliographical works, such as are published 
by the office of The Publishers’ Weekly, the 
following seems to us the most practical way of 
using the apparatus. 

We will suppose that the bookseller’s library 
consists of Roorbach and Kelley’s catalogues, 
“ The American Catalogue ” and its supplements 
for 1876-1884 and 1884-1890, the “ Annual Cat¬ 
alogue,” 1886 to 1890, the “ Publishers’ Trade 
List Annual” and The Publishers’ Weekly. 
They might be kept on the shelves in the order 
named. Keep in the most convenient place the 
numbers of The Publishers’ Weekly for the 
current half year. For easy reference keep the 
first number of each month containing the index 
to the previous month’s “ Record of New Publi¬ 
cations ” in a separate pamphlet case. 


Now, if you have a book to look up and have 
no idea of the date of its publication, run through 
the numbers of The Publishers’ Weekly for the 
current month, then take the monthly indexes 
back to January, then the “ Annual Catalogue ” 
back to January, 1890, where you meet the 
“ American Catalogue” supplements, in which 
and the original volume the record is carried 
back to 1876 and made to include all Ameri¬ 
can printed books which had not then gone 
out of print. The two volumes of Kelly’s 
“American Catalogue” cover fairly well the 
ground back to i860, from whence Roor- 
bach’s catalogue gives us a limping assistance 
back to 1820. Having Kelly and Roorbach on 
the shelves, one is thus able to run an American 
publication of the last seventy years to earth in 
nearly every case, and in an astonishingly short 
time. And wherever you find the title (if since 
1876) you will find a number referring to the 
“ full entry ” in The Publishers’ Weekly, the 
set of which should also be within reach. 

The bookseller who has a more extensive biblio¬ 
graphical reference library, or who is willing to 
take time and trouble in hunting up information 
for his customer, will find the following cues 
practical and timely. They are based on the ex¬ 
cellent chapter, “ Hints for finding the author, 
title, publisher, place of publication, date, edi¬ 
tion, size or price of books,” by C. N. Caspar, 
in his “ Directory of the American Book and 
Stationery Trades,” to which a number of ad¬ 
ditions and modifications have been made, bring¬ 
ing the information down to date. Mr. Caspar’s 
Directory is especially to be recommended to 
the young bookseller for the large amount of 
practical matter which it contains. 

In searching for the record of a book, consider 
first of all the nationality of the author, or in 
which country the book may have been pub¬ 
lished, and whether an original and better edition 
or a reprint and cheaper edition is wanted. 

If the year of publication is unknown, always 
begin your research in a trade catalogue em¬ 
bracing the latest period, in order to find always 
the newest, last or revised edition of the book 
and the latest price of the publisher. A number 
of books some time after the publication, when 
the first demand for them is filled, or when a 
new edition is published, are reduced in price by 
the publishers, and it will be well, after the title 
of the book and publisher of the same is found 
in some trade catalogue, to refer to the latest 
list of the publisher. 

Persons wishing to obtain a certain book 
very often give the title or date incorrectly, 
state a wrong place of publication or misspell 
the author’s name. In such cases refer to similar 
titles and names, disregarding the date given. 
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If the book is supposed to be an American 
book and not readily found in the “American 
Catalogue” and its supplements, or Kelly’s or 
Roorbach’s catalogues, refer to Low’s “ English 
Catalogues,” 1835 to 1890, always beginning with 
the volume embracing the latest period. If not 
to be found in these, turn to Lowndes”” Bibliog¬ 
rapher’s Manual,” Trlibner’s “ Bibliographical 
Guide,” or Rich’s “ Bibliotheca Americana.” 

Should these researches all prove unsuccess¬ 
ful, the book is probably of a very recent date 
and may be found in the last “ Annual Cata¬ 
logue,” or the monthly and weekly “ Record of 
Books” of The Publishers’ Weekly. A list of 
new books appears also in the American Book¬ 
seller *, which devotes particular attention to cheap 
44 libraries ” and popular literature. 

If there is reason to believe that the book 
wanted is a recent British publication, turn to 
the last volume of Low’s “ English Catalogue,” 
or to the latest monthly, and weekly records of 
the London Bookseller and London Publishers' 
Circular. 

If nothing is known about the book except 
the author’s name and an indefinite indication of 
its contents, but no title, or perhaps an incorrect 
title, it will save time first of all to look up the 
author’s identity as regards initials, nativity, pe¬ 
riod of life, literary fame, etc., and to trace the 
book accordingly. 

The following works are valuable for this 
purpose : any standard encyclopaedia ; Allibone’s 
44 Critical Dictionary of English Literature and 
British and American Authors Phillips’ “ Dic¬ 
tionary of Biographical Reference,” revised by 
Frank Weitenkampf ; “ Appletons’ Cyclopaedia 
of American Biography Adams’ “Dictionary 
of English Literature,” and the library catalogues 
mentioned in The Publishers’ Weekly June 20, 
1891, page S64. 

If merely the title is known, the following 
works and library catalogues will be found, in 
this as in many other respects, very serviceable : 
Adams’ “ Dictionary of English Literature,” 
Wheeler’s 1 Who Wrote It ? ; ” Brewer’s “ Read¬ 
ers’ Handbook,” and “ Dictionary of Phrase and 
Fable;” “American Catalogue ” and supple¬ 
ments; Leypoldt’s “Digest of American Publi¬ 
cations ” contained in the “ Publishers’ Trade 
List Annual’’for 1875; Low’s indexes to the 
“ English Catalogue ; ” Whitaker’s 44 Reference 
Catalogue of Current Literature,” 1874, * 75 . ’ 77 , 
’80, ’85 and ’89 ; weekly and monthly records 
of The Publishers’ Weekly and those of the 
London Bookseller and Publishers' Circular ; the 
library catalogues of the Boston Athenaeum, 
Brooklyn Library, Astor Library, Library Com¬ 
pany of Philadelphia, Faculty of Advocates of 
Edinburgh, Apprentices’ Library of New York, 
Indianapolis Public Library, Massachusetts State 


Library, and of the Public Library of Milwaukee.* 
Also the class-lists of the Boston Public Libra¬ 
ry, and Mr. Spofford’s index catalogue to the 
Library of Congress and the subsequent volumes 
of the new catalogue of the Library of Congress. 

See also the catalogues of large dealers, ar¬ 
ranged according to titles. Very often books can 
be traced by glancing over the subject entries of 
the “ American Catalogue,” Low’s indexes, or 
the larger library catalogues. 

If only the place of publication is known and 
nothing definitely in regard to author and title, 
address some dealer as named in Caspar’s “ Di¬ 
rectory of the American Book and Stationery 
Trades,” or in Geyer’s Directory, residing in 
that place or State. The same may be done if 
the author and title are known but the publisher 
cannot be found, or the book is not obtainable 
through the ordinary channels of the trade. 

For books issued by the U. S. Government 
refer to Poore’s “ Catalogue of Government Pub¬ 
lications,” the appendices in the ” American 
Catalogue ” supplements i876-’S4, iS 84-’90 (the 
latter, i 884-’90, being issued in a separate pam¬ 
phlet), and Hickcox’s monthly catalogue of U. S. 
Government publications. If such books are 
ordered from the Public Printer at Washington, 
D. C., before printing, this officer is obliged by 
law to furnish copies of any books issued by the 
different departments to citizens of the United 
States at the cost of production. But the gov¬ 
ernment publications may frequently be had fora 
short time after publication, at the same prices, 
from the Public Printer or the respective depart¬ 
ment. A list of dealers in such books is given in 
“Caspar’s Directory.” 

For the publications of the various States refer 
to appendix of “ American Catalogue ” supple¬ 
ment i884-’go or address the Secretary of State 
or State Librarian at the different State capitals. 

For books published by literary and other 
societies see Appendix to “Ameri an Catalogue,” 
Supplement, 1884-90. Kelly’s “American Cat¬ 
alogue’’ also contains separate lists of books 
published by “literary and learned societies” 
from 1861 to 1871. 

Books published for private distribution are 
generally not catalogued in trade catalogues, but 
are sometimes found in the library catalogues ; 
they are often procurable from the local booksell¬ 
ers where they have appeared. 

To obtain books published in small towns by 

* Mr. K. A. Linderfelt, Librarian of the Milwaukee 
Public Library, is preparing a general title-index of the 
narrative literature in the English language, compris¬ 
ing prose fiction, history, biography and travels, which, 
when out, will supply the answer to a large majority of 
questions regarding the authorship, publisher and price 
of such books of which only the title is known, besides 
furnishing a key to all short stories included under a 
general collective title. 
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persons outside of the regular publishing busi¬ 
ness, write to the local bookseller or to the 
editor or publisher of a newspaper, some law 
firm or the postmaster of the place. 

For books known to be “ out of print” and 
costly works desired second-hand at a reduced 
price, make inquiries of the dealers in antiquarian 
and second-hand books, lists of which may be 
found in Caspar’s and Clegg’s directories, or ad¬ 
vertise, for American books, in The Publishers’ 
Weekly, the American Bookseller , or Western 
Bookseller; for British publications in the Lon¬ 
don Bookseller or the Publishers' Circular ; for 
German books in the Bbrsenblatt; and for French 
books in the Bibliographic de la Frastce. Always 
state the full title, imprint, etc., of the book want¬ 
ed, as near as possible. Every bookseller should 
consider it his duty to read the advertisement 
column of “ Books Wanted ” in the above trade 
journals, and to offer such books to the adver¬ 
tisers as he may have on hand, not charging 
an exorbitant price for them. The advertiser 
frequently does not want such books badly enough 
to pay a high, or even a moderately high, price 
for them. 

Copies of books which are reported “out of 
print” by the publisher are often obtainable from 
some jobber or largei retailer in some other city 
whose stock is not yet exhausted. 

Publishers, especially in England, in many 
instances do not give the date or the edition of 
their books, and this can then only be found by 
referring to the records of The Publishers’ 
Weekly, the “ Annual American Catalogue,” or 
Low’s annual “English Catalogues.” “The 
American Catalogue,” Kelly’s and Roorbach’s 
catalogues and Low’s “ English Catalogue ” in 
many cases also report the date and the edition. 

The prices of books are, as mentioned above, 
in many instances changed by the publisher some 
time after their publication, or when a new edi¬ 
tion appears, and it is advisable to refer to the 
publisher’s newest list before ordering. If a 
book is out of print it will generally be mentioned 
in such a list, if its title does not generally appear 
on the latest publisher’s trade list. 

Very recent or forthcoming books, not yet 
recorded in the catalogues or trade journals, 
should be looked up in the latest announcement 
of the publishers, generally to be found in the 
trade journals, particularly in the special-an¬ 
nouncement numbers, or in the special lists and 
circulars issued by the publishers. All cata¬ 
logues and trade-lists of importance daily received 
by booksellers should be preserved and filed 
for reference. A good apparatus for filing cata¬ 
logues, circulars, quotations of prices, etc., is 
E. W. Woodruff’s patent cases (Washington, D. 


C.). These are practical and time-saving, espe¬ 
cially if around the lists and circulars of each pub¬ 
lisher a manilla paper cover is put, of the same 
size as the inside of the case and marked with the 
name of the respective publisher at the top of 
the front page of the cover. All these lists 
should be arranged in one alphabet, according to 
the names of the publishers.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

ONLY BOOKS COME UNDER THE NEW COPY¬ 
RIGHT LA W. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has sent out 
orders to seize for duties all printed matter 
not in book form. The department holds that 
printed matter outside of this form does not 
come within either the spirit or the meaning of 
the International Copyright law. This order will 
include music, pamphlets, photographs, designs, 
pictures and catalogues. It is said that under 
this order 3000 seizures a month will be made, 
and the average value of each seizure will be 
twenty-six cents. 


A DOUBLE UNIVERSAL POSTAL CARD. 

The New York Tribune states that a new 
postal card is preparing. N. M. Brooks, Super¬ 
intendent of Foreign Mails of tne United Slates 
Post-Office Department, who was a delegate to the 
Universal Postal Convention, returned a few days 
ago from the meeting at Vienna. After a visit 
to Washington he called on Postmaster Van C«>tt. 
He said that among the important matters de¬ 
cided on was the preparing of a double universal 
postal card. It consists of two parts, one 01 
which can be torn off by the receiver of the orig¬ 
inal card. The new cards will cost four cents 
each, and can be sent to any country in the Post¬ 
al Union. The plan will go into effect about the 
first of July, 1892. The card isdesigned to make 
answers to the original cards easy. The Austra¬ 
lian colonies, which have become members of 
the Postal Union, are almost the last of the civ¬ 
ilized nations to join the union. Letters for those 
colonies will be sent under the union rules after 
October 1. Mr. Brooks thought that the work 
of the convention had been extremely useful. 


THE R. S. PEALE COMPANY. 

R. S. Peale & Co. and the People’s Publishing 
Company, both of Chicago, have consolidated 
their business interests and become the R. S. Peale 
Company. The officers of the new company are 
R. S. Peale, the head of the old firm that bore 
his name, President ; H. L. Kochersperger, of 
the People’s Publishing Co., Secretary ; and 
Daniel H. Kochersperger, also of the People’s 
Publishing Co., Treasurer. This combination is 
reported having a capital stock of $1,000,000 and 
will probably be the largest subscription-book 
firm in the country. The business will be con¬ 
ducted at the quarters of the Peale Company and 
the offices of the People’s Publishing Company 
will be closed. 
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BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION OF VIR¬ 
GINIA CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 

Whereas, Organization, concert of action and 
comparison of ideas are necessary to advance¬ 
ment of any cause, and believing there is room 
for the elevation and extension of knowledge and 
general information among booksellers of this 
State, and that there exists a necessity for union 
of action for mutual protection and interest, and 
that such results can be best accomplished by a 
State organization ; 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That the book¬ 
sellers of various parts of this State do hereby or¬ 
ganize into a permanent association for the pur¬ 
pose of nurturing and protecting their mutual in¬ 
terest, and that they adopt the following Consti¬ 
tution and By-Laws : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. 

This Association shall be called The Book¬ 
sellers’ Association of Virginia. 

Article II. 

Objects. 

The aims of this Association shall be to unite 
the booksellers of this State for mutual protec¬ 
tion, assistance and encouragement ; to prevent 
unnecessary competition and establish uniform 
prices and discounts, and in harmony work for 
the general good, presenting an unbroken front 
to publishers and manufacturers, that we may aid 
each other in procuring goods upon most ad¬ 
vantageous terms. 

Article III. 

Membership. 

Any white person of good moral character re¬ 
siding and doing a regular book business in this 
State shall be eligible to membership. 

Article IV. 

Officers. 

The officers of this Association shall be a Presi¬ 
dent, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer 
and Executive Committee of three ; in addition 
to which the President, Vice-President and Sec¬ 
retary and Treasurer shall be ex-officio members, 
all of whom shall be elected annually by ballot 
and shall hold office until the election of their 
successors. 

Article V. 

Duties of Officers. 

The President, or in his absence the Vice- 
President, shall preside at all meetings of the As¬ 
sociation ; call special meetings at the request of 
five members ; shall present at each annual meet¬ 
ing a report of the operations of the Association; 
shall suggest such subjects as he may think wor¬ 
thy of consideration, and perform other such 
duties as pertain to his office. The Secretary 
and Treasurer shall keep a record of the proceed¬ 
ings of the Association. He shall keep a roll of 
members, with their residences. He shall re¬ 
ceive and file all official communications. He 
shall receive and pay out on proper vouchers all 
moneys received by him as Treasurer, and make 
an annual report of same. 

Article VI. 

Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee, of which the Presi¬ 
dent, Vice-President and Secretary and Treasur¬ 
er shall be ex-officio members, shall investigate 


applications for membership, prepare for publi¬ 
cation any proceeding they may deem proper, 
examine Treasurer’s accounts before each annual 
meeting, and have charge of all business not 
otherwise assigned. Three shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Article VII. 

Rleetings. 

The annual meeting of the Association shall be 
held during July of each year, subject to the call 
of the Executive Committee. 

Article VIII. 

Special Meeti?igs. 

Special meetings of the Association shall be 
called by the President upon written request of 
five members. The notice shall state objects of 
meeting. 

Article IX. 

By-Laws. 

This Association may establish for its future 
government and regulation such By-Laws as do 
not conflict with this Constitution as may be 
deemed proper and advisable. 

Article X. 

Amending Constitution. 

This Constitution shall not be amended except 
by a two-thirds vote of those present. 

BY-LA IV S. 

Article I. 

Quorum. 

A majority of members shall constitute a quo¬ 
rum for the transaction of business. 

Article II. 

Members hip. 

The names of persons applying for member¬ 
ship shall be presented to the Executive Commit¬ 
tee, and upon their favorable report the Secre¬ 
tary shall receive such names as members. 

Article III. 

Dues. 

The dues shall be $1.00 per annum, which shall 
be paid to the Treasurer within one month after 
the annual meeting. Each member shall sign 
Constitution and By-Laws. 

Article IV. 

Rules. 

Ordinary parliamentary rules shall govern this 
Association. 

Article V. 

Membership. 

Membership of this Association shall be by 
firm, but each individual member of a firm shall 
be eligible to membership. Said firm shall be 
entitled to but one vote.

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THE UNITED STATES EXCHANGING 
WAR DOCUMENTS WITH GERMANY. 

When Poultney Bigelow was visiting Berlin 
some months ago he found that the military 
archives of the General Staff were completely 
lacking in copies of the many and valuable pub¬ 
lications which have been issued by the United 
States Department of War. He also learned 
that the Military Library at Washington was 
equally destitute of German war publications. 
Upon this information Minister Phelps set about 
introducing a system of interchange which would 
be valuable to the service in both countries. 
Secretary Proctor approved the idea and for¬ 
warded two large boxes of public documents on 
military subjects, which were acknowledged by 
General von Schlieffen, Chief of Staff. In his 
letter to Mr. Phelps after expressing his warm 
appreciation of the value of the gift, General von 
Schlieffen says: “ I shall take the liberty to trans¬ 
mit at an early date to the War Department of the 
United States a series of military historical works 
published by the General Staff.” 


NEBRASKA FREE-SCHOOL-BOOK LAW. 

The Nebraska Free School-Book Law, which 
is about to go into effect, directs school boards 
to buy text books for their respective districts 
and loan them to pupils without charge, the act 
affecting all districts in Nebraska but that of 
Omaha. 

A publisher who wishes to contract with 
school boards for supplying nooks must file with 
the Superintendent a bond of from $2000 to 
$20,000, and a sworn statement of the lowest 
prices at which he sells his books any where with¬ 
in the United States. 

Thus far the following nine firms have filed 
their bonds and statements : American Book 
Company, New York ; Ginn & Co. and D. C. 
Heath & Co., Boston ; Taintor Brothers, New 
York ; George Sherwood & Co., Chicago ; Por¬ 
ter & Coates, Eldridge Brothers, J. B. Lippin- 
cott Company and Cowperthwait & Co., Phila¬ 
delphia. The American Book Company in¬ 
cludes Harper & Brothers, A. S. Barnes & Co., D. 
Appleton & Co., Ivison, Blakeman & Co., and a 
number of smaller concerns. The bonds of these 
nine firms range from $2500 to $10,000. The 
amount is fixed by the Superintendent, who 
grades it according to the relative amount of 
business the concern has been doing in Nebraska. 

SCHOOL-BOOK RATES IN IOWA. 

Attorney-General J. H. Stone, of Iowa, has 
rendered an opinion that where county uniformity 
of school-books is adopted, books cannot be sold 
by the directors at wholesale rates to residents of 
independent districts within the county. 


OBITUARY. 

JESSIE FOTHERGILL. 

Jessie Fothergill died in London on July 30. 
She was born in Manchester, England, in 1856. 
She was related to John Bright. At an early 
age she began writing stories of great average 
merit and since the early seventies has written a 
novel almost every year. The standard edition of 
her novels in this country was published by 
Henry Holt & Co. in the Leisure Hour Series. 


“The First Violin,” published in 1878, firmly 
established her reputation as a novelist of the 
first rank. Intensity and grace of touch marked 
all her work, and the leading characters she 
created were always true to standards of justice, 
purity and magnanimity. With the exception of 
“ Charles Auchester,” perhaps no musical novel 
has attracted the attention that has persistently 
followed “ The First Violin.” The titles of her 
works published in this country are as follows : 
“Healey,” ‘‘First Violin,” “For His Sake,”' 
“ Kith .and Kin,” ‘ Made or Marred,” “ One of 
Three,” “Probation,” “ Wellfields,” “Border¬ 
land,” “From Moor Isles,” “ Lasses of Lever- 
house,” “March in the Ranks,” and “Peril.” 
In 1884 Miss Fothergill made a short visit to this 
country. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

It is said on high authority that the Holy See 
will not give its consent to the projected Amer¬ 
ican review which it was announced was soon to 
appear at Rome under the title of the Roman 
Afesse?iger . The journal was to make a special 
feature of articles solely devoted to the religious 
questions in the United States. The promoters 
of the enterprise are undaunted, however, and 
continue their labors with every belief in their 
ultimate success. 


BRIEF RULES FOR THE ORDER DEPART¬ 
MENT. 

To the Editor 0/ The Publishers' Weekly. 

Dear Sir: Having had much to do with that 
bane of the bookseller’s existence, “ the order 
clerk,” and being requested as an expert to devise 
a few brief rules for their guidance, I take pleas¬ 
ure in sending you the same, with the hope that 
they may do some good, and eventually bring, 
solace and comfort to the weary souls of all those 
who from dire necessity are compelled to daily 
and hourly wrestle with the order clerk. I am of 
the opinion that, strange as it may seem, much of 
the notorious profanity of the book trade is 
largely due to the “order” department. That 
other sinful iniquities do not follow is due mainly, 
I fancy, to the inherent fortitude under the most 
distressing circumstances that is one good feature 
of the bookseller’s well-nigh ruined disposition. 
I know of no means of crushing the order clerk, 
for from his very nature you cannot down him any 
more than you can a cork in water, for he comes up 
every time smiling and serene, utterly indifferent 
to your tears and tribulation of spirit. He can¬ 
not be appealed to, for he has no feeling, but goes 
on in his own sweet joyful way, doing those 
things which he ought not to do and leaving un¬ 
done those things which he ought to do. If ever 
there was work for the Salvation Army it is right 
here, but I fear the Army would not be “ in it.”

Any order clerk who attends to his business 
more than is absolutely necessary, or gives him¬ 
self any trouble in the matter, is not fit'for the 
position. 

An order clerk with absolute ignorance, care¬ 
less and don’t-care-a-damn disposition, with the 
most blase indifference to taunts, jibes, pokings, 
prayers, pleadings and beseechings, is fit to be¬ 
come an angel and as such to be worshipped, for 
he is the prince of order clerks. 


WHAT HUNGARIANS READ. 

In a long, narrow ground-floor room on Ave¬ 
nue C, in New York City, says a reporter of the 
New York Sun , is the only considerable Hun¬ 
garian bookstore in this town. Here and in a 
small rear apartment are stored some thousands 
of imported books printed at Buda Pesth in the 
Hungarian and Slav languages and bound in pa¬ 
per, cloth and leather. Hungarian books of the. 
cheaper sort are gorgeously gilded and tooled. 
One instinctively recognizes them as foreign even 
before he has noted the odd, unpronounceable 
titles. The paper-bound books are not quite so 
well made as the best cheap French books, but 
they somewhat suggest the familiar French novel. 
They are distinctly different in style from paper- 
bound books of American make. 

There are in New York about 30,000 persons 
that have been Hungarian subjects. Of these, 
about 5000 are Magyars, or true Huns, 10,000 
are Slavs, and 15.000 are Hebrews. All of the 
Magyars, many of the Slavs and some of the 
Hebrews speak the Hungarian language. Most 
of the Magyars and Slavs are peasants of little 
education and strong religious feeling. Owing 
to the strong religious feeling of the Hungarians 
there is a great demand for prayer-books and 
Bibles in the Hungarian and Slavonic tongues. 

Next in demand to Bibles and prayer-books 
are short stories of heroes and fairies. They are 
the favorite reading-matter of the Hungarian 
peasantry, and immigrants bring this literary 
taste with them to the United States. The cheap¬ 
est of these books cost but five cents. The ad¬ 
ventures of Toldy Miklos, a famous Hungarian 
athlete, are told in one of these books. This 
.story is in verse. One of the more expensive 
paper-bound books tells the adventures of Rinal- 
do Rinaldini, the notorious robber chief. The 
life of Columbus and the life of Kossuth have a 
good sale. Few American books are translated 
into Hungarian, but there are a life of George 
Washington and a history of the United States 
in the Hungarian tongue. Both of these books 
sell well. 

The Magyars are the chief customers for books 
proper to literature, and there is considerable de¬ 
mand for the works of the best known Hungari¬ 
an novelists. 

The most popular form of verse is found in 
songs, and song-books have an excellent sale 
.among the Hungarian residents of this town. 
There is a book of 1001 songs and another of 


600 songs. Novels translated from the French 
and a few from the English also have a good 
sale. The Hungarians are not great readers at 
home, but on coming to America they catch the 
popular habit and take to newspapers and books. 


EUGENE FIELD ON SOME LITERARY 
QUESTIONS. 

From the Chicago Daily News. 

“The Scented Garden” was the title of a 
translation which the late Capt. Burton had 
made from the Arabic. Finding it in manuscript, 
Lady Burton burned it up rather than profit by 
its publication, and for this the lady is being com¬ 
plimented by many people who, we suspect, do 
not know what they are talking about. “ The 
Perfumed Garden "has already been done into 
English. It belongs to that class of Oriental 
erotics of which the “ Ananga-Ranga ” is a not¬ 
able example, and which has been published by 
the Kama Shastra Society, so called, of Benares 
(London ?). These poems are curious and beauti¬ 
ful specimens, well worth the study of mature 
and scholarly men, and as Burton was unques¬ 
tionably the most proficient translator of this 
time, we regard the destruction of his manuscript 
as a piece of wanton vandalism. All books are 
not for everybody ; in literature there is a distinct 
aristocracy of intelligence. There are many peo¬ 
ple who should be prevented by law from reading 
the songs of Solomon. Literature is not so likely 
to be unfit for readers as readers are likely to be 
unfit for literature. 

There is one great truth that seems not to have 
become deeply grounded as yet, and it is this : 
Woman is by nature wholly, irredeemably and 
irreparably disqualified for the offices of literary 
executor. A woman and a kitchen stove will do 
more damage in five minutes than a horde of 
hungry savages in five years. 

LITERARY FRAUDS. 

From the Nineteenth Century. 

About thirty years since a well-known pub¬ 
lisher bought a collection of letters alleged to be 
in the handwriting of Shelley, one of whose old¬ 
est surviving friends testified to a belief in their 
authenticity. They were ushered into the world 
by a preface from the pen of Robert Browning, 
but withdrawn a few days after publication upon 
the discovery that they were made up from ar¬ 
ticles by Sir Francis Palgrave in the Quarterly 
Review. A year or two later a volume of letters 
by Schiller was announced as forthcoming, a 
preliminary certificate of their genuineness hav¬ 
ing been obtained from his last surviving daugh¬ 
ter. Before they left the press they were clearly 
shown to be spurious. 

A notice of the impostures of M. Simonides, 
whose career has but recently terminated, will 
bring these examples of fraudulent apocrypha 
down to our own time. His chief successes are 
believed to have been gained in duping the au¬ 
thorities of great national libraries by the sale of 
sham antique manuscripts, but for obvious rea¬ 
sons the particulars of these cases have not been 
generally disclosed, and the statements on the 
subject which have appeared in the public jour¬ 
nals must be accepted with some reserve. The 
eminent scholar Dindorf is said to have been one 
of his victims i.i Germany. It has been stated 
that the Trustees of the British Museum were 
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deceived into buying from him a false memoran¬ 
dum addressed by Belisarius to Justinian, but 
this statement has been since denied. That he 
sold to Ismail Pasha a forged manuscript of 
Aristotle, and to a wealthy English peer two 
spurious letters of Alcibiades to Pericles, for 
which he obtained high prices, is an assertion 
more credible, and as yet uncontradicted. His 
most remarkable failure seems to have been at 
Athens, where he tried to persuade a committee 
of twelve scholars that a manuscript of Homer, 
written on lotus-leaves, was a genuine codex of 
very early date. Eleven of the number are said 
to have been satisfied, “ but the twelfth discov¬ 
ered that it was a faithful copy of the text of 
Homer as published by the German critic Wolff, 
and that the manuscript reproduced the whole of 
the printer’s errors in that edition.” 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Macmillan & Co. will publish shortly 
“ Blanche, Lady Falaise,” by John Shorthouse, 
author of “ John Inglesant.” 

Ginn & Co. will issue during August “The 
Story of Our Continent,” a reading-book in the 
geography of North America, by Prof. N. S. 
Shaler, of Harvard University. 

We learn from Houghton, Mifflin & Co. that 
Mr. Hopkinson Smith’s delightful story, “Colo 
nel Carter of Cartersviile,” has reached the third 
edition. To give the binding a “ local color,” 
the book has been put in a kind of Confederate 
gray. 

The Humboldt Publishing Co. have just 
ready “ Mental Suggestions,” by Dr. J. Ochoro- 
wicz, sometime Professor Extraordinarius of 
Psychology and Nature-Philosophy in the Uni¬ 
versity of Lemberg. The important preface is 
the work of Charles Richet. 

The Globe Printing House, Phila., has just 
published a new volume of George O. Seilha- 
mer’s “ History of the American Theatre,” with 
the sub-title of “ New Foundations,” cover¬ 
ing the period from 1792 to 1797. It is rich in 
details of a very interesting epoch in the history 
of the American stage and of the popular stars 
who illuminated it. 

Porter & Coates announce as ready this 
week several new volumes for boys by popular 
story-writers for the young. They are : “ Marcy 
the Blockade Runner,” by Harry Castlemon; 
“ The Five Hundred Dollar Check,” by Horatio 
Alger, Jr.; and ‘‘Through Forestand Fire,” by 
Edward S. Ellis. They have other works in 
preparation for the autumn. 

Macmillan & Co. are the American agents for 
the handsome six-volume edition of Landor’s 
“ Imaginary Conversations.” published in Lon¬ 
don by J. M. Dent. The edition contains biblio¬ 
graphical and explanatory notes by Charles G. 
Crump, and is printed in large type on toned pa¬ 
per. The first volume, just ready, contains an 
etched frontispiece representing a bust of Alci¬ 
biades, and is neatly bound in half leather. 

The Century Co. will publish George Ken- 
nan’s “ Siberia and the Exile System” this au¬ 
tumn. The book will appear simultaneously in 
England, France, Germany and Holland. Un¬ 
authorized editions have already been published 
in Ru>sia, Poland, Hungary and Bulgaria, and 


many of the magazine articles have been re¬ 
printed in Italian and Swedish. Five unau¬ 
thorized German editions have been issued. 

The Grand Orange Lodge of British America 
has declared that the definition of “ Orangeman” 
and “ Orangeism ” in “Chambers’ Encyclopae¬ 
dia” and “ The American Encyclopaedia” is ob¬ 
jectionable and the proprietors will be asked to 
publish the general declaration as set forth in the 
constitution. The American Hebrew has also 
taken Benjamin E. Smith, of the “Century Dic¬ 
tionary,” to task for the definition of the word 
“ Sheeny,” which appears in that work. 

Henry Carey Baird & Co. have just issued 
a complete treatise on “ The Electro-Deposition 
of Metals,” translated from the German of Dr. 
George Langbein, with additions by William T. 
Brannt, editor of “ The Techno Chemical Re¬ 
ceipt-Book.” The book comprises information 
on electro-plating and galvanoplastic operations, 
the deposition of metals by the contact and im¬ 
mersion processes, the coloring of metals, the 
methods of grinding and polishing, as well as de¬ 
scriptions of the electric elements, dynamo-elec¬ 
tric machines, thermopiles, and of the materials 
and processes used in every department of the 
art. 

The United States Book Company have 
just ready “Imperial Germany,” by Sidney 
Whitman, a critical study of fact and character 
dedicated to Prince Bismarck. The author has 
endeavored to present without bias, with its ad¬ 
vantages and its drawbacks, the general charac¬ 
ter, ethical and aesthetical, of the great Teutonic 
nation, whose power in our day the author con¬ 
siders one of the safest guarantees of European 
peace. They have also just issued “ A Ques¬ 
tion of Time,” by Mrs. Gertrude Franklin Ather¬ 
ton, who introduces her heroine at the age of 
forty-six. 

The Fleming H. Revell Company have ready 
the “ Life of John Kenneth Mackenzie,” medical 
missionary to China, written by Mrs. Bryson, 
who was an intimate friend of the doctor’s from 
1875 until his death in 188S and worked with him 
in Central China and afterwards on the banks of 
the Pei-ho ; and “ Three Gates on a Side,” a 
volume of sermons by Rev. C. H. Parkhurst, 
pastor of Madison Square Church, New York. 
They will issue immediately, by arrangement 
with the author, a revised edition of “ The Life 
of Jesus Christ,” by the Rev. James Stalker, 
D.D., who this yeardelivered the Lyman Beecher 
Lectures before the Yale Divinity School. 

The famous collection of letters, numbering in 
all 1743, written by Goethe to Frau von Stein 
will shortly come into the market, owing to a 
desire on the part of the present owner, who is 
Frau von Stein’s grandson, to make capital out 
of his property. The letters, which are bound 
in seven volumes, have already appeared in 
print, but only in a severely edited form ; so that 
the originals, which extend over a period of more 
than fifty years preceding Frau von Stein’s death, 
contain much unpublished matter. The value 
set upon them by the owner is ^£7500, and it re¬ 
mains to be seen whether either the Royal Li¬ 
brary at Berlin, which is desirous of obtaining 
them, or the Grand Duchess of Saxe-Weimar, 
who would like to see them in the Goethe collec¬ 
tion at Weimar, will care to give this modest 
amount, or whether the collection will be se¬ 
cured by England or America.
